Claims 1-8 of U.S. Patent No. 5,891 ,143 claimed less than the patentee had a right to claim in the patent because, for 
example, claims 1-8 are limited to an orthopaedic spatial fixation system including fixation plates that have "holes 
positioned therein." This reissue application broadens the claims to require "attachment structures" rather than "holes." 
Dependent claims have been added to indicate that "attachment structures" may include, without limitation, "pegs," 
"grooves," or "holes."
